Only the ulmst of the tipple that once separated, crushed 
and sized the coal from nearby mines remains of the 
oriKinal structure here. 


The mines at lUue Heron held far le,ss accessible coal than 
originally thought to he here. This camp, iike so many 
others, was closed, eventually leaving only the story of the 
miners and their families and the beauty of the natural 
surroundings hehind. 

As you visit llhie Heron today, you will see what remains 
of the tipple and learn how it worked and get some noti(m 
ot what mining coal here was iike. The central story, 
however, is what it was like to live in such a place only a 
short time ago. 


ITiere is no written history of Blue Heron. What we know 
comes from the recollection of the people who lived, worked 
and visited here. This is ttieir place and Ihcir story. 
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
